FOG AND MODERATE 


SMOKE CAUSE PALL 
IN DOWNTOWN AREA 


: 7 
Covering Is Second Since 
Start of Fall Season 
Sept. 1. 


A dense fog and a pall of smoke 
Classified by the Weather Bureau 
as moderate shrouded downtown 
St. Louis this morning, 2Q days 
after the first thick smoke pall of 
the fall season hung over the city. 

With today’s pall, there have 
been seven days of thick smoke 
and 21 days of moderate smoke, 
with visibility of less than one and 
one-quarter miles, since Jan. 1.

Training After War— | 
Urges Conscription of} 


Manpower. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 21 
(AP).—The American Legion * 
Congress today to lower the 
age to 18 years and to conscript 
manpower for war production. 

By an overwhelming standing 
vote the Legionnaires, at the clos- 
ing session of their three-day na- 
tional convention, passed the reso- 
lution offered by the national de- 
fense committee, headed by War- 
ren H. Atherton of Stockton, Cal. 

In conjunction with the request 
that the draft age be lowered, the 
Legion urged Congress to pass leg- 
islation calling for compulsory mili- 
tary training after the war in 
which every youth would be re- 
quired to have at least one year 
of training before he reaches the 
age of 22. 

Roane .Waring of Memphis, 
Tenn., was elected national com- 
mander of the Legion by a unani- 
mous vote. ,He is president of 
Memphis Street Railway Co. 

National Commander Lynn _ U. 
Stambaugh presented the Legion's 
Distinguished Service Medal - to 
Gen, uglas MacArthur through 
Maj. Gen. James A. Ulio, the Ad- 
jutant General of the Army. 

Ulio, in accepting the medal for 
MacArthur, spoke over a short- 
wave radio broadcast to Australia. 

“I am sure if Gen. MacArthur 
were here today,” Ulio said, “he 
would accept it first in the name 
of those who have fallen in battle 
with him. | 

“Perhaps he would remind you 
that no possible circumstance 
must for one moment delay the 
flow of arms, ships and planes to 
place in the hands of his command 
the implements of victory. 

“In accepting this Distinguished 
Service Medal of the American Le- 
gion on behalf of Gen. MacArthur, 
may I say to you in his name, 
‘Carry on, with all the strength 
and courage which have made and 
preserve America, carry on.” 

The Legion voted yesterday to 
open its membership to today’s 
fighting men and to ask Congress 
to amend its charter so it can be 
done, 

The action came by a resolution, 
one of several approved by the 
1500 delegates. One of them reaf- 
firmed the Legion’s stand against

Admits Driving Car. 

The man they had forced to ac- 
company them was arrested by po- 
lice at the hospital. He identified 
himself as Russell H. Kube, 18, 
3535 Indiana avenue. He was 
turned over to Constable Ed Ear- 
ley of Lemay Township, who said 
he admitted he was the driver of 
the car, Police and Early said Kube 
had been drinking.

I looked back and saw Bob 
lying in the road and a car turn 
out its light and continue on. 

Saw Five Numbers on License, 

“I. got the first five numbers of 
the license. I immediately sum- 
moned help and we put Thiele in 
Hoffmeister’s car and he and 
Tichacek started for the hospital 
with him. I gave them the license 
number of the car, which they 
saw at the tavern.” 

Thiele, the only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert L. Thiele, was a junior 
at Roosevelt High School, and was 
on the wiener roast with about 15 
friends, following a school football 
game Saturday night. He was an 
Eagle Scout and assistant scout- 
master of Troop 168 of St. Pius 
Catholic Church.

He asserted that the Army must 
weed out its leaders who cannot 
stand the gaff because “We are 
late—and we have far to go. 

“Physical and mental: vigor, 
coupled with tactical knowledge, 
enterprise and capacity to make 
quick, sound decisions—no matter 
what the condition of fatigue—is 
required of all commanders in this 
war.” 

Lear praised the officers’ candi- 
date’ schools where selected en- 
listed men are trained. 

“This is not only an exaniple of 
democracy at work in our Army,” 
he asserted, “but it is indeed the 
most practical and efficient way to 
bring up from the grass roots of 
our country young men of merit 
without any outside influence be- 
ing brought to bear.” 

He assailed civilians seeking a 
short-cut to officer ranks, declar- 
ing his own answer to them is “go 
right down to the nearest recruit- 
ing station and hold up your right 
hand. That’s the first step in be- 
coming a soldier. Then qualify 
yourself by your own ability to be 
recommended to an officers’ can- 
didate school.”

POLICE GAZETTE IS BARRED 
FROM MAIL AS UNWHOLESOME 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (AP).— 
The National Police Gazette was 
barred from the mails last night in 
a ruling by Postmaster General 
Walker which accused it of “profit- 
ably pandering to the lewd and 
Jascivious” and which indicated the 
Postoffice Department's policy on 
risque reading matter and pictures. 

The policy appeared to be that 
“isolated or casual incidents” of 
objectionable materia] in periodi- 
cals might not result in action to- 
ward canceling their ond-class 
mailing privileges, but that the Po- 
lice Gazette's practice “is to pub- 
lish at length in each issue stories 
and pictures recording, in elabo- 
rate detail, ‘the acts of ‘strippers,’ 
sex crimes and immorality, and to 
‘devote most of its pages in each 
issue to these matters.” 

Terming the low second-class

Council, Curb on Lob- 
byists .Among Propos- 
als in First Report.

_ JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 21.— 
Legislation to regulate activities 
of lobbyists, a greater degree of 
home rule for larger counties of 
the State, more pay for legislators 
and creation of a legislative re- 
search council were among the 
principal recommendations in an 
initial report here today by the re- 
cently organized Volunteer Citi- 
gens Committee for Better Gov- 
ernment in Missour}. 

This group, headed by former 
State Representative O. K. Arm- 
strong of Springfield as acting 
chairman, was formed to make 
recommendations to the next Leg- 
islature and to a Constitutional 
Convention, if such a convention 
is authorized by voters in the No- 
vember general election. 

The committee was formed after 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell took no 
action on a request that he ap- 
point such a committee. 

Committee’s Proposals. 

The report, written by former 
State Senator Jerome M. Joffee 
of Kansas City, contained the fol- 
lowing legislative proposals: 

Regulation, but not prohibition, 
of activities of lobbyists before the 
Legislature, to keep them “within 
bounds of legitimate representa- 
tion of their clients’ interests.” 

Adoption in the November gen- 
eral election of a proposed consti- 
tutional amendment fixing the pay 
of legislators at $125 a month, The 
pay now is $5 a day for the first 
70 days of a session and $1 a day 
thereafter, except in decennial law 
revision sessions, when the $5 per 
diem is paid for 120 days. 

Establishment of a legislative 
research council, with paid per- 
sonnel, to carry on continuing 
studies of proposed legislation, 
governmental needs, to prepare 
bills, aid legislators and do gen- 
eral research. 

Amendment of the constitution to 
allow the counties, particularly 
those with more than 75,000 popu- 
lation, greater home rule in local 
affairs. It was suggested counties

NEW YORK, Sept. 21 (AP).— 
The long audience of Myron C. 
Taylor, personal representative of 
President Roosevelt, with Pope 
Pius XII in Vatican City Saturday, 
caused much speculation in the 
European press. 

It ranged from the suggestion— 
perhaps Axis-inspired — that the 
United States had a peace plan, to 
the belief in sqme quarters that 
Nazi excesses in occupied countries 
may evoke some expression from 
the church. 

Taylor's visit to Vatican City 
came at a time of intensified per- 
secution Of Jews in occupied coun- 
tries, particularly France, It coin- 
cided also with a new wave of exe- 
cutions of hostages by German po- 
lice, and of preparations in France 
to deport thousands of laborers to 
Germany. 

The Portuguese and Spanish 
press, said dispatches reaching this 
country, indulged in surmises as to 
whether Taylor had a. peace plan. 
But the overwhelming opinion of 
the neutral press seemed to be that 
he brought sweeping indictments 
of Nazi conduct in occupied coun- 
tries and that the Vatican heard a 
plain statement of the moral in- 
dignation of the United States, 
In still other quarters the possi- 
bility of a Vatican pronouncement 
on the German administration of 
occupied countries was awaited.

man. 
Caused Consternation.

MUCH AT STAKE 
AT PORT MORESBY

HE Japanese advance across 


T the Owen Stanley range in 

New Guinea is a serfous mat- 
ter and offers a definite threat to 
the United Nations’ position at 
Port Moresby. The loss of Port 
Moresby would be a grave blow 


to the Allied cause. It is our prin- 
cipal advance air base, by means 
of which our long-range aviation 
in Australia is able to strike di- 
rectly at the Japanese positions 
in New Britain and on the north- 
east shore of New Guinea. It was 
air co-operation from Port Mores- 
by that made our capture of the 
Southeastern Solomons possible by 
preventing the Japanese from re- 
inforcing their endangered garri- 
sons. 

To lose Port Moresby would 
mean almost certainly the loss of 
our hardly-won . footholds in the 
Solomons, and the disappearance 
of the bright hopes we have en- 
tertained of ejecting the Japanese 
from all:this part of the Pacific. 
The Japanese would be able to 
convert New Guinea into a base 
of operations against Australia 
and to resume their offensive 
across the Coral Sea directed to- 
ward our lines of communication 
in the Southwest Pacific. 
Apparently the Japanese are in 
greater strength than our com- 
manders in that area have sup- 
posed and they have succeeded in 
crossing a high mountain range 
and penetrating the dense jungle 
beyond by the use Of the same out- 
flanking and infiltrating tactics 
already made painfully familiar to 
us in the Philippines and Malaya. 
It ig time that the answer was 
found to this sort of thing unless 
we are to admit that the Japanese 
are smarter than we are and that 
there is go remedy for it. 

Writing of the Malayan cam- 
paign, a contributor to Far Hastern 
Survey bitterly admits: 

“The one thing shining through 
this campaign that we haven’t yet 
written about is the cleverness of 
the Japanese. They had air supe- 
riority, granted, but I think we had 
superiority in artillery and cer- 
tainly in Malaya we had superior- 
ity in numbers. I heard one of- 
ficer, qualified to speak, say: ‘A 
Japanese army half the size of our 
own, riding stolen bicycles, using 
captured artillery, drove us down 
Malaya and out of Singapore with- 
out fighting a single pitched bat- 
tle” That's an exaggeration. But 
there is this truth in it: The Japa- 
nese outsmarted us. They were 
clever; they used noise, they used 
firecrackers, infiltration, camou- 
flage, politics, everything — they 
just outwitted us.” 

There seems no escape from the 
conclusion that New Guinea is 
likely to be a testing ground of the 
Japanese ability to continue to out- 
wit us. We have had plenty of 
time to get ready, the threat to 
Port Moresby has long been recog- 
nized. The terrain favors the de- 
fense. We have strong and well- 
equipped forces at hand. We have 
local air superiority and local com- 
mand of the sea.

Almost all Britons with whom I 
talked realize that the surest and 
quickest way to win the war is to 
maintain the closest solidarity with 
the other foes of the Axis, particu- 
larly with the United States, Rus- 
sia and China, The more thought- 
ful Britons fervently hope that 
close co-operation with those pow- 
erful allies may be maintained 
long after fighting ceases so that 
a large measure of political sta- 
bility and economic reconstruction 
can be achieved and the defeated 
foes may not find means of sal- 
vaging or reviving their military 
machines and thus be enabled to 
threaten the peace-loving peoples 
with renewal of hostilities. 

When it comes to implementing 


more peaceful world, the British 
do not appear to have any clearer 
idea regarding effective procedure 
than their American allies. There 
are people inside the Government 
and out who are trying to think 
through the great problems: in- 
volved. Already there is a consid- 
erable literature in Britain, as 
there is in the United States, on 
the nature of the peace that should

Old Sentiments Revived. 


As I talked about these matters

The Labor party years ago lost 
most of the adherents who were 
drawn to it from outside the trade 
union and Marxist movements.

The undis- 
guised antagonism of the trade 
union bureaucrats who largely 
dominate the Labor party towards 
middle-class intellectuals has alien- 
ated other elements.

Sometimes mentioned in this con- 
nection, but much less frequently 
than the names of Eden and 
Cripps, are Minister of Agriculture 
Robert S. Hudson, Minister of Pro- 
duction Oliver Lyttleton and Air 
Minister Sir Archibald Sinclair. 
Sinclair heads the small but elite 
Liberal party which is devoting 
considerable ‘attention to post-war 
problems. 

Of a very different stamp but 
not wholly to be overlooked in any 
discussion of future English lead- 
ership is the Cave of Adullam 
comprised of some 20 independent 
members of Parliament. The back- 
grounds and the outlooks of these 
dissidents are so diverse that it is 
difficult to define their position 
beyond saying they stand in oppo- 
sition to the Churchill Government 
and the existing parties.

Because a 
lot of top people in the Allied com- 
mands and Allied governments are 
still saying, as the British and 
French did in regard to Norway, 
“There is still plenty of time.” 


We are not winning the war be- 
cause the Germans still have it all 
over: us in military organization, 
in efficiency, in knowing what they 
are going after, in audacity, most 
especially, in knowing what their 
objectives are and in daring to 
take tremendous gambles for the 
sake of stupendous rewards. 


On our side, there are still a 
great many Allied soothsayers in- 
sisting: “Play it safe—time is on 
our side.” In this sense, time was 
never on the side of Alexander the 
Great, or Frederick the Great, or 
Napoleon. All the greatest con- 
querors of history took time by the 
forelock, and so does Adolf Hitler.

In the last week, 
I have seen at least 200 tons of scrap 
iron and steel lying around in wreck- 
ing company yards, and in the hands 
of small second-hand dealers, etc. Seem- 
ingly no intelligent effort is being made 
to garner this harvest of scrap iron 
and steel. This is said advisedly, for 
the outward appearance of this ma- 
terial indicates it has been lying around 
for many months or perhaps years. 
If what little I have seen is any criterion 
of what is available, it seems certain 
that an intelligent approach to the prob- 
lem could easily net 10,000 tons of metal 
in one week.

A Speech to R 
_ Senator Truman’s report to the Senate, published 
in full in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, is a document of 
the utmost importance. It should be read by every 
citizen so that the force of public opinion may be 
crystallized to produce the improvement in the war 
effort that the Truman report insists we must have. 
It should be read by Donald Nelson. It should 
be read by Secretary Knox, They will find messages 
for themselves in the report. It should be read by 
every Cabinet officer, by the heads of the Army and 
the Navy. It should be read by President Roosevelt. 
Admirably restrained as it is, the Truman report 
discloses that the war effort has serious flaws. The 
Senator from Missouri makes it perfectly clear that 
he is not engaged in mere muck-raking, and this is 
emphasized by the fact that he personally, as well 
as other members of his committee, have the utmost 
sympathy with the President and his administration. 
Senator Truman is a member of the President's 
party and he has wholeheartedly supported the'Pres- 
ident during his tenure in the Senate. This is not 
a hostile, but a friendly committee that is warning 
the President and other Government officials that 
all is not well. 
Here are some of the subjects with which the com- 
mittee is concerned: 


Construction. The Truman committee was orig- 
inally formed to look into the waste reported in 
the defense program as administered early in 1941. 
It found waste—an enormous lot of waste, particu- 
larly in camp construction. We are paying dearly 
for that waste as we now search every nook and 
cranny of the nation for scrap to augment our sup- 
plies of raw materials. But, though the Truman 
committee discovered waste and though its revela- 
tions resulted in some improvement, the Senator is 
compelled to report that the waste was not elim- 
inated. Moreover, and this is the disconcerting 
thing, some Government officials “do their best to 
conceal the inefficiencies and whitewash the failure 
of the contractors.” Worse, the offending contractors 
are often rewarded with new contracts. It is up to 
the administration to stop the waste and to seek 
out and punish the whitewashing Government offi- 
cials. 
Administration of the War Program. Senator Tru- 
man properly recalls that it was only after his com- 
‘mittee pointed out the glaring defects of the suc- 
cessive set-ups of OPM and SPAB and after Senator 
Kilgore, a member of the Truman committee, in- 
troduced a bill for reorganization, that the Presi- 
dent hurriedly gave Donald Nelson real power as 
head of WPB. Because of the sequence of events, 
it is fair to say that the Truman committee pre- 
cipitated an action that the President should have 
taken long before—of centralizing production au- 
thority in one man. 
And yet, while the Nelson appointment resulted 
in improvement, there is room for far more im- 
| provement. Mr. Nelson, to use a blunt phrase, is be- 
ing hamstrung. Senator Truman finds that he has en- 
countered, and is still encountering, obstruction by 
Government departments, as well as.by the armed 
forces. He has been blocked from exercising the pow- 
ers given him—powers which he must exercise if he 
is to perform the great tasks assigned to him. 


Rubber. As a result of the excellent Baruch re- 
port, we now have a rubber czar in the person of 
Mr. Jeffers. Yet the main facts of the rubber short- 
age were outlined’ four months ago by the Truman 
committee—and four months is something of an 
eon in these fast-moving times. The Truman com- 
mittee showed the lamentable diffusion of author- 
ity over rubber and urged the centralization of au- 
thority over rubber in one man. A weak attempt to 
follow the recommendation was made in the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Newhall. But Mr. Newhall was not 
equipped with the necessary authority. Senator 
Truman further recalls that, on the very day his 
committee emphasized the seriousness of the rubber 
situation, President Roosevelt facetiously remarked 
that he was not worried about rubber. He is wor- 
ried about it now. 

Steel. The country has lately been apprised that 
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least this basic metal was being produced and dis-

Five 
weeks ago the Truman committee was promised that 


promise by Reese Taylor, head of the Iron and Steel 
Branch of the WPB.

No statesmen have yet been able to 
make a wholly satisfactory blueprint of a 
planned economy for any one nation, yet 
those who may sit at the next peace con- 
ference are being told how to make one 
for all the nations on the entire globe at 
a time™when passions and emotions of all 
sorts will be at their highest pitch,

There are now 29 United Nations which 
have already signed a pact to defeat the 
Axis powers, Which and how many of 
them are to join in making and policing the 
new world? Woodrow Wilson, who warited 
Mexico to be a democracy on the American 
model, never understood the principle a 
greater Democrat, Thomas Jefferson, had 
laid down more than a céntury earlier, when 
he said that any government to work had 
to be suited to the particular genius of a 
people. Similarly, while Vice-President Wal- 
lace talks about democracy and the Bible, 
we cannot force them both on all nations. 

The new super-government of the world 
cannot be what so many writers on the post- 
war world seem to consider it, a sort of 
club of peoples who accept all American 
ideologies, beliefs and attitudes, to say noth- 
ing of prejudices, 

Another problem for the “democracies” 
is, How are we, ourselves and the others, 
going to reconcile the new idea of abundant 
plenty and freedom from want (which 
must be based on mass production and 
vastly increased governmental control of 
both production and distribution), with the 
rugged individualism of the old American 
democratic’ way? 
As I compare what seemed the irresolv- 
able difficulties which confronted the peace 
delegates in Paris with the problems which 
confront us all when this war is over, even 
if we win, I am frankly appalled. But, we 
have got to face them, and do something 
about them, “or else”... 

We may be able to institute a breathing 
spell after an armistice—some propose one 
of even several years—to think calmly, but 
I doubt it. 

But we can still strive to make our human 
universe as good as we can, and perhaps 
find both happiness and contentment if we 
align ourselves with the new forces, and 
think more in terms of the common wealth 
and less in those only of our own wealth,

Vargas Is Brazil’s Dictator, 


And the People Are For Him 


“Brasil Under Vargas,” by Kari Loewenstein, (Mae 
millan Co., New York.) 
MERICANS welcome 


Brazil as their 


form of government. Is it Fascist, as some 
critics charge? Then Brazil’s aid in a war 
against Fascism is anomalous. Is it a “die 
ciplined democracy,” as Brazil's spokesmen 
say? Thefi definition and explanation are 
highly in order. 

Munich-born Karl Loewenstein, a consth 
tutional law authority who fled from Hit 
lerism to America in 1933, provides the 
answers, after a period of travel and study 
in Brazil under a Guggenheim Foundation 
grant. He analyzes Brazil's institutions with 
all the thoroughness of a German doctor 
of laws, occasionally goes into detail too 
elaborate for the ortiinary reader, but by § 
visible effort manages to report his finé 
ings in simple and interesting fashion. 

There is no doubt that Brazil is a dicte 
torship. Its President, Getulio Vargas, 
seized office by force in 1930, concentrated 
his power and in 1937 produced an amazing 
document. Its flowery preamble concludes: 
“The President of the United States of 
Brazil decrees the following Constitution. 
The charter itself is democratic, but its 
187th and last article provides that it shall 
take effect when approved by a plebiscite, 
which has never been held. Meanwhile, 
there is no Parliament and Vargas rules 
by decree. He can supplant state gover= 
ments, dictate laws, censor the press, ove™ 
rule the courts, make treaties, declare Wat, 
even amend the Constitution. 

s + > 

Loewenstein sums up the case against the 

dictatorship, and also calls attention to thé 
credit side of the ledger. Many of the de 
cree laws are good, he says. Vargas has 
improved the lot of the poor, and curbed 
the power of predatory wealth, under the 
odd slogan, “All is done for the people, but 
nothing through the people.” He has acted 
drastically to smash Nazi activities among 
the large German bloc, and, after some 
wobbling, has joined the United Nation# 
cause. He has dealt tolerantly with opp> 
nents, Theugh the people are pro-deme 
cratic, Vargas is highly popular, and the 
writer thinks his Government would win by 
a landslide if a plebiscite were held today: 
Then what sort of regime is this? Loe 
enstein defines his terms carefully, aod 
decides that it is definitely not Fascist or 
totalitarian, nor is it “disciplined demo 
racy.” It is, rather, authoritarian, meanids 
government in which the people have 2° 
organized participation. It is personal g°% 
ernment “which exercises its theoretical? 
unlimited powers with the moderation de 
manded by the liberal democratic habi 
of the Brazilian nation.” 
Brazil’s way of life, the writer concludes 
is much closer to this country’s than to that 
of the Axis. To all appearances, it suits the 
Brazilian people as best adapted to a period 
of violent social and political change. A’ 
South America’s key nation, Brazil is ® 
valuable ally. For the sake of the common 
cause, Loewenstein urges that Americans 
overcome any prejudices they may havé 
against Brazil, just as they did in support 
ing Soviet Russia. FERD G

Wrong Attitude in War

YOUNG woman, intélligent, 

self-supporting, a responsible 

citizen, called on a friend, a 
friendly call of neighborly inquiry 
regarding a sick member of the 
family. There was no emergency, 
no need for the use of the car. She 
was within a block of a carline, 
within two blocks of a train serv- 
ice, but she used the car. 

Her friend, thinking she had 
come by the train invited her to 
have lunch. “No, no, thank you. 
You see I have the car and I don’t 
want to park it too long or I'll get 
a ticket.” 

“You're driving your car? Were 
you going somewhere else? Any- 
thing wrong?” asked her host. 

“No, nothing wrong. I just used 
my car. Why shouldn’t I? Every- 
body else uses his.” 

That attitude is a strange one for 
an intelligent citizen to take. It is 
based on a false idea, an idea con- 
jured up for the defense of wrong- 
doing. . The woman said that 
everybody was not doing it,” but 
really only a few selfish ones like 
herself, And if other people were 
doing what her conscience plainly 
said was wrong, why follow them? 
What others do is not to influence 
us if we believe their action wrong. 

The worst of that situation, and 
it is no common one, is its effect 
on the children. “What's the use? 
Everybody else is using rubber, gas 
and cars, why should Ido without? 
There’s oceans of sugar in the 
warehouses. This rationing of it is 
stupid, just a gesture of the politi- 
cians. When Father or Mother 
says such things the children ac- 
cept that attitude and think and 
behave accordingly. That attitude 
has far-reaching effects. | 

In the schools we have air-raid 
drills. Any thoughtful person 
understands the imperative’ need 
for such drills. We found a few 
boys and girls who scorned the 


idea. “My mother, says it’s silly, 
and it is likely to scare little chil- 
dren. She says there is no possi- 
bility of an air reid, and any way, 
what good would a drill do us if 
there was one?” 

Nobody knows about what is go- 
ing to happen, but school people 
know that children trained to obey 
a signal and follow a set routine 
in emergency drills are safer in 
time of emergency than they ever 
could be were they untrained and 
unprepared. Parents must depend 
upon teachers for the protection of 
their chiKdren in the schools, yet 
this ‘apparently intelligent parent 
had reduced the value of that pro- 
tection to zero in her child’s mind, 

What we think is what the chil- 
dren act upon, not what we say. 
If we think rationing is a device 
of the politicians to annoy other 
politicians; if we believe conserva- 
tion ‘of material and equipment 
is a trick of the manufacturers; 
if we believe that our leader would 
rather scare us than appeal to our 
reasoning minds, then the children 
will behave in that attitude and 
they will nbt save;.they will not 
conserve. They will waste; they 
will go their own reckless way and 
get themselves and their friends 
and neighbors into difficulties.

Hot water 
should be ‘used, because, as Schule 
showed long ago, hot water es- 
capes from the stomach faster 
than cold, The heat increases pow- 
erfully the movements of the stom- 
ach walls, and also causes the py- 
lorus, the exit from the stomach, to 
open, thus allowing the water to 
pass rapidly into the intestine.

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U. S. Paratrooper From St. Louis: 
Tells How Men Are Undergoing Rig- 
orous Training in Preparation for the 


Dangerous Job That Lies Ahead 


By Private 


HE fighting forces of the 
1 United States have always 
been noted for their acts of 
fearless, daredevilish, yet efficient 
deeds of heroism in peace time or 
war. In any part of the world 
they have always offered to their 
officers and enlisted men the op- 
portunity to show their courage, 
colors and fighting ability in any 
branch of service which they 
might choose. , 
Again Uncle Sam comes through 


with a branch of service that is .. 


open to any red-blooded Ameri- 
can who is full of courage, stam- 
ina and the ability to “take it” 
when it is “dished out.” The 
Paratroops surpass all others of 
the great fighting forces. They 
are the picked crop of America’s 
fighting men. They are the high- 
est paid, the best dressed and the 
best disciplined soldiers in the -\r- 
my. The Paratroops have a high 
standard to live up to but it is 
not too high for them. It is not 
the nerve or courage that it takes 
to jump from a moving plane that 
changes a good soldier into a bet- 
ter Paratrooper. It is the courage 
to start the training—to pass on 
from stage to stage and to stick 
with it when the going gets tough 
—to grit the teeth, do all in a 
man’s power to conquer fears and 
to do what is expected at the 
time it is expected. 

Yes—jumping is included also, 
but ask any Paratrooper and he 
will tell you that the jumping is 
just a minor detail. When the 
hard, gruelling, nerve-wracking 
training is over we receive our 
wings and become qualified sol- 
diers of the sky. The wings and 
uniform mean a great deal to us. 
We only hope the people for whom 
we are fighting realize the fact 
that we are ready to go into bat- 
tle at a moment's notice—to fight 
for what this country means to 
all of us. 

I’ will admit -that there were 
times when the going was really 
tough—times when we dared not 
sit down for we knew our reflexes 
would not co-ordinate and we 
would not be able to get up again. 
The exercise and calisthenics built 
up muscles, even the smallest 
which we never dreamed we had. 
Running made the muscles in our 
legs capable of standing the shock 
of landing at a rate of speed of 
13 to 17 miles an hour. Classes in 
jiu-jitsu, hand-to-hand combat, pre- 
pared us to ward off any attack 
and overwhelm the enemy no mat-

VT. H. T. HOLLIS was

ter from which position he might 
approach. 

One week we spent learning how 
to protect our limbs and body when 
landing by tumbling forward and 
backward from four to six feet 
platforms, and practicing how to 
properly manipulate the canopy by 
chinning ourselves for hours in the 
suspended harness. The nerve test 
was made by jumping from a 30- 
foot tower that represented an air- 
plane door, falling 15 feet, being 
suddenly jerked to an abrupt halt 
and sliding to the ground by pulley 
and cable. The purpose of all this 
was to give us the feel of the open- 
ing shock of the canopy. 

The “trainasium,” more common- 
ly known as the plumber’s night- 
mare, was a muscle twisting, fiend- 
ish contrivance consisting of a 
mass of pipes so constructed as to 
form a 21 exercise gymnasium. It 
took 45 minutes to make a com- 
plete trip. 

We learned the correct position 
for leaving the door of the air- 
plane when the time came to make 
a live jump by going through the 
same procedure in a mock-up door 
on the ground, We learned all 


about the 28 feet area of silk that 
takes the shape of a large umbrella 
when blossomed out in the sky, 
how. to fold each. panel separately, 
to pack and stow the suspension 
lines which connect the wearer to 
the canopy and how to maneuver 
the chute so as to make an effi- 
cient landing. A good landing is 
very essential, for a bad one might 
result in an injured Paratrooper 
who then might not be able to 
carry on the duties to which he 
was assigned upon reaching the 
gréund. : 
x * * 

Passing into another phase of 
the training, the physical being 
received a rest but the intestinal 
fortitude took a beating. The 
towers were a week of continual 
thrills, First we had the controlled 
tower which provided thrills con- 
stantly. We were taken 250 feet 
into the air in a seat something 
like that on a ferris wheel, strap- 
ped in and automatically released 
at the top. Next up we went in 
a parachute harness with feet 
dangling and released at the top. 
The shock of landing was broken 
with gym mats. The shock har- 
ness—ah! That was something to 
remember! After being hoisted 
50 feet into the air with head 
hanging down the instructor gave 
a command. We pulled a ripcord 
and dropped 15 feet into space 
before the harness around our 
bodies checked our fall. Two 
trips were made on this nerve 
tester, the first being 50 feet up 
and then 150 feet. The free tower 
was the one where we received 
our first taste of coming to earth 
in a chute with landing attitude 
the main point of concentration.

all been “sweating out,” to put it 
in terms of army language—the 
time to start making our real 
jumps from a moving plane and 
coming to earth via parachute. 
The first jump is far from being 
the hardest. I found it to be the 
easiest and other fellows said the 
same. We did not really know 
what to expect, It is the unknown 
and the idea of a new thrill that 
urges one out of the door for the 
first time. - Before taking our 
places in the big twin engine 
trooper transport, we were checked 
by jump-masters to see that our 
equipment was al] in readiness. 
After taking our places, the trans- 
port started lumbering its way 
down the runway to the gradua- 
tion class in the sky, for it is 
there that we graduate with little 
ceremony. 


I looked around at the faces of 
my buddies wondering if they had 
the same feeling that I had. It 
did not seem ‘to be fright that 
bothered me, yet my hands shook 
and big beads of perspiration 
formed all over by body. Some of 
the men were singing and shout- 
ing, others smoked cigarets to 
sooth the strain, while still others 
remained silent. It is funny how 
something like this reacts on a 
man, The silent ones seemed to 
have an air of “nothing to it,” 
but I knew they all had the same 
feeling as myself, which did not 
make me fee] at all bad. 

Suddenly a buzz was heard. Then 
silence reigned. The pilot had 
buzzed to the jump-master that the 
position was favorable and he was 
ready to unload his cargo of jittery, 
yet determined future soldiers of 
the sky. 

“Stand up and hook up,” was 
the command first heard from the 
jumpmaster. Then again we 
checked our equipment, “Stand in

the door, "was next heard. With 


a shuffle of feet we took our. 


positions. Then the jumpmaster 
with the palm of his hand hit the 
underside of the No. 1 man’s leg 
and he was gone. No. 2 followed 
and so on until we all had “hit the 
silk.” The only thing that passed 
through my mind before [ left 
the door was, “Just what am I do- 
ing here?” 

As I left the ship I kept my eyes 
open. I could see the tail of the 
plane pass over my head. I was 
counting 1000, 2000, 3000 to take up 
the proper interval from the time 
I left the ship until the chute 
opened. If by 4000 the main can- 
opy had not opened we were in- 
structed to pull the reserve that 
was fastened onto our chests. I 
felt the jerk of the chute opening 
after I had counted about two and 
one-half thousand. I looked up 
and there blossomed out in the blue 
was a heavenly sight—an umbrella 
of white silk. 


Looking down, the earth seemed 
like a big checker board and it 
was my move to land in one of the 
big squares. I guided my chute to 
earth and made aterrific downward 
pull just before landing. I lit as if 
on a feather bed. Sometimes one 
person is not as fortunate as an- 
other and he may find the ground 
is rather hard. 


The five qualifying jumps are 
now over—each one a thrill in it- 
self. No matter how many jumps 
one may have, no matter how 
thrilling it may seem at thé time, 
it is always a greater thrill to 
touch the good old terra-firma.

At every table the diamond king 
was opened and the play, in almost 
every case, went as follows: De- 
clarer ruffed, drew trumps in one 
lead, then attempted to set up the 
heart suit. Naturally, this was a 
futile effort, because East quickly 
got on lead and returned a club 
through the king. Nothing could 
prevent the defenders, in these 
cases, from taking two heart and 
two club tricks, thus defeating the 
contract. 

At only one table did the de- 
clarer display a maghificent brand 
of bridge. On the diamond king 
opening, he refused to ruff, dis- 
carding a heart instead. West 
promptly shifted to a heart. Dum- 
my’s ace was put up and the dia- 
mond queen was returned. De- 
clarer knew, of course, that West, 
not East, would have to win this 
trick, and he was exceptionally 
eager to keep West on lead. Thus, 
on the diamond queen play, de- 
clarer did not ruff. He discarded 
his last heart. West, of course, 
had to win, and now declarer was 
as good as home. Actually, West 
could have saved an overtrick by 
laying down the club ace, but 
wanted to maintain his tenace po- 
sition.
